Washington, May 28.—O. P. Van 
Sweringen, of Cleveland, prime mover

FllNew Trial Denied WUGKETELLER| 
Convicted Slayer 
Of Gus Tarbutton 


Judge Camp, After: Lis- 
tening to Arguments 
Since Saturday, Refuses 
Tanner Another Hearing 


RAWLINGS FACES 
TRIAL ON JUNE 22 


Case Will Be Appealed to 
Supreme Court of Geor- 
gia, Attorney for the De- 
fense Announces. 


Wrightsville, Ga.j May 28.—-J. J. 
Tanner, convicted and sentenced to 
life imprisonment for the murder of 
G. A. Tarbutton, prominent Johnson 
county farmer, on March 17, was de- 
nied a new trial today by Judge Earl 
Camp. Arguments in the case were 
begun in Dublin last Saturday and 
concluded here today. 

The case will now be carried ‘o 
the supreme court of Georgia, attor- 
neys for the defense announced. 

The hearing for a new trial was 
featured by a voluminous mass of 
testimony which contained 25 mo- 
tions, principal among which was af- 
fidavits from three children of Noah 
Covington, star witness for the state, 
which were offered for the purpose 
of showing that Noah Covington 
swore falselr. 

The affidavits *from the children 
claimed that their father is a dope 
fiend. Horace Covington’s affidavits 
claimed ‘that his father was at his 
home, 25 miles from the scene of the 
killing, the day it occurred. The affi- 
davits claimed that Covington ‘with 
his wife left Horace Covington’s 
home two or three hours before the 
killing of Tarbutton occurred. 

Jesse Covington, who testified at the 
Tanner trial, contradicted all his test- 
imony at the trial in his affidavit. He 
claimed that he had just recovered 
from a spell of illness and did not 
know the facts that he swore to at 
the trial, claiming that he_ testified 
falsely. He stated that his father 
was not_at his house the day before 
or the day that Tarbutton was killed. 
He claimed that his father visited his 
house several days after the homicide. 

Mrs. Mary Redford, daughter of 
Covington, gave the most damaging 
affidavit. She claimed that she was 
at the home of Jesse Covington the 
day before and the same day that 
Tarbutton was killed and that her 
father was not there and had not been 
there. She asserted the first visit her 
father made to his son’s house was 
several days after the killing.

New ®York, May 28,—Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, noted liberal lead- 
er in«the chufch, has accepted the 
pastorate of the Park Avenue Bap- 
tist church, known as the “Rockefel- 
ler church,” it was announced today. 
Dr. Fosdick’s decupancy of his new 
pulpit will become effective in the 
fell of 1926 

Coincident with the announcement, 
the trustees indicated that although 
it will remain a Baptist church, the 
denominationally descriptive term 
“Baptist” may be dropped from the 
title of the “skyscraper church” to re- 
jSlace the present building, and a 
Presbyteria. minister may become 
assistant pastor. 

Dissimilurity between the “Rocke- 
feller church” and others of the Bap- 
tist creed wil be increased still more 
by Dr. Fosdick’s condition of ac- 
ceptance, which provides for admis- 
sion without the eustomary ritual of 
immersion.. 

Can’t Refuse Challenge. 

Asserting that “you as a church 
ure making great sacrifices’ in ex- 
tending the offer of the pastorate, the 
liberal preacher said in his letter of 
acceptance, made public today by Dr. 
Cornelius Weelfkin, the signed pas- 
ior, “I do not see how I rightly can 
refuse the challenge.” 


Though be will not assume his du- 
ties officially for more than a year, 
Dr. Fosdick will preach his first ser- 
mon in the Park Avenue church pul- 
pit next Sunday. 

Dr. Fosdick relinquished the pulpit) 
of the First Presbytériaii “ ehurch 
this city last Mareh 1, after an or- 
der was issued by the Presbyterian 


York congregation to require his res- 
ignation. He had _ been attracting 
widespread attention by his modernist 
preachings. 
Sets Forth Three Conditions. 

He set forth three conditions of 
his acceptance of the Park Avenue 
pastorate, all of which were approved 
by the congregation, the trustees an- 
nounced. The doctrine of an “incelu- 
sive membership” in the church was 
the primary condition. Secondly, he 
required that a large tabernacle, in 
the vicinity of Columbia university, 
be provided. His third proposition 
was that he be allowed to retain his

ing’ Tarbutton in the head, killing 
him instantly. 

The state charged that Tarbutton 
was killed -in order to collect large 
amounts of insurance carried by him 
and made payable to outstanding ob- 
ligations. C. G. Rawlings, Sanders- 
ville banker. who was walking behind 
Tanner when the gun discharged, is 
under indictment in connection with 
the killing.

Geneva, May 28.—Japan suddenly 
interjected the immigration problem 
into the world labor conference today 
when Tamon Mayeda, permanent 
Japanese representative at Geneva, 
declared the imimgration question 
should be settled simultaneously with 
world labor problems. 

If this is not done, said Mayeda, 


the very improvement of labor condi- 
tion may impose impossible restrie- 
tions on countries deprived of natural 
resources and suffering from other 
disa bilities. 

The Japanese spokesman said he 
did not yey that the principle 
of the 4 t to immigrate is absolute. 
He on e believed the right or free- 
dom of immigration should be sub- 
ject to some limitation by the couwv- 
tries receiving a ye but that 
this timitation should be imposed ra- 
tionally and impersonally. 

“There should be no discrimination 
because of racial and national. differ- 
ences,” said Maseda, “and I hope the

Lexington, Ky., -May 28.—(By the

sixty-fifth assembly adjourned late to 
day. Previously the assembly had re- 
jected both majority and minority re- 
ports dealing with the title of Moun- 
tain Retreat association property in 
North Carolina and adopted a sub 
stitute resolution. 

The anti-war’ resolution. which 


would have the assembly go on record 
as “opposed to war as a method of 
settling disputes between nations.” in- 
troduced several days ago by the Rey. 
D. P. MeGeachy, of Decatur, Ga., and 
docketed without debate, was called 
up by Mr. MecGeachy this afternoon 


Amendment Withdrawn. 


At the conclusion of his plea for 
its adoption, several] commissioners 
were on the floor to defend and op- 
pose the resolution, An amendment 
to ingert the word “ aggressive’ in the 

fon. bro ght objections. from 
Mr? McGeacity. The rapes a wus 
withdrawn and after considerable ar 
gument, the original resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 50 to 33. Sev- 
eral commissioners jumped to their 
feet to go on the records as having 
voted against it; when a motion to re- 
consider was introduced, and carried, 
46 to 42. 

Dr. W. L. Caldwell, of Nashville. 
Tenn:, who previously had asked: how 
the assembly could escape charges cf 
“nacifism” if the resolution be adopt- 
ed, introduced a substitute. 

“Be it resolved,” his substitute read, 
“that the assembly put itself on ree- 
ord as favoring every worthy effort 
to secure the peace of thé world.” 

Keep Association Property. 

Mr. McGeachy spoke against the 
substitute and F. B. Hutton, of | 
Abingdon, Va., who said he had four 
sons in the world war, spoke for it, 
In the- remarks that followed, the 
original resolution was vigorously ss- 
sailed and defended in turn, and when 
the. vote on the substitute wasetaken, 
it carried without a record~vote, Mr. 
McGeachy sought to go on record as 
dissenting and those who had dis 
sented:on the original matter witi- 
drew their previous protests.

While official gossip mulled over 
the turn in.events with respect to the 
other powers, it was disclosed that 
the treasury was expecting another 
visit from Ambassador De Martino, 
of Italy, who, two days ago, brought 
the Italian debt to the fore in con- 
ference with the secretary, who is 
head of the debt funding commission. 
The ambassador has cabled his gov- 
ernment for more information, main- 
ly statistics on the nation’s finances. 
Upon receipt of the details asked he 
will confer again with Secretary 
Mellon. 

The secretary has been made ac- 
quainted in general with the finan- 
cial problem faced by Italy and was 
represented today as believing that 
the chief factor to be dealt with in 
any funding negotiations with the 
Rome government was the nations 
capacity to pay. The facts for which 
Ambassador De Martino has cabled, 
therefore, are of paramount impvr- 
tance in any continuation of the talks 
between thet wo officials.

It 
is almost beyond possibility that the 
republicans should be able to do that 
Then add to the statistical 
and geographical conditions running 
against the republicans, the apparent 
fact that-the republican vice president, 
Dawes, intends to travel up and down 
the country working for the defeat of 
such republican senators as do not 
agree with him about the senate rules. 
All this constitutes the reason the 
chairman of the democratic senatorial 
committee, Senator Jones, of New 
Mexico, and the chairman of the con- 
gressional committee, Oldfield, of Ar- 
kansas, are described as extraordi- 
narily endowed with the “pep” that is 
based on hope and good luck. Proba- 
bly, however, the fighting will be done 
by these two, with no change in the 
national chairmanship.” 


This covers the situation admir- 
ably, Senator Jones and Congress- 
man Oldfield are both loyal, sincere 
democratic leaders, who seek prac- 
tical party results through cohesion, 
and on the record of the republican 
party as made in congress, and the 
republican policy as promulgated at 
the white house.

An indi- 
vidual who is already insane may 
have certain fixed delusions about his 
work, business cares, debts and other 
things which would not worry him in 
ois right mind. 

(4). Insomnia is no more a cause 
of insanity than neglect of exercise is. 
flere, again, a not uncommon symp- 
tom in certain types of insanity is 
popularly taken to be a cause. SF 
nine cases cut of ten, insomnia i¢ a 
temporary difficulty and the victim is 
mentally sound, but now and then the 
noctural restlessness of some one who 
is insane makes such an impression 
upon the lay minds as to erase the 
comforting observation that it meant 
nothing like that in the other nine 
cares, 

(5). In a notorious quack “muse- 
um” which for many years brought 
poor deluded victims to the crook who 
ran it there were some hideous repre- 
sentations of the fate in store for 
soung persons with bad habits. The 
fake scenes showed the wretches con- 
fined behind bars presumably in 
“asylums,” whatever they may be. 
Here, too, the same fact applies; that 
is, these habits may be rather char- 
acteristic of insane or idiotic individ- 
vals, but are rarely if ever the cause 
of insanity or idiocy. -

It’s this way: We asked a very 
popular writer, whose stuff is syndi- 
cated to cover an international terri- 
tory, how he got his response. 

“How do you know what people 
want you to write about? How do 
you know when your copy pleases?” 

“I don’t,” was the comprehensive 


i reply. 


“Don’t people write you letters of 
comment on your articles?” 

“A few do, but there is little sig- 
nificance as a rule, either in what 
they say or in the typeof people 
these letters come from. There are 
exceptions, of course. 

“Then my own friends sometimes 
express an opinion. But this, too, is 
not often or. significant. They soon 
come to take a writer-friend’s work 
as a matter of course. Or, € they 
comment, they feel called upon, net 
to analyze, but merely to praise. 

“The only reaction I get whieh 
really counts is that newspapers buy 
my stuff.” % 

And so this celebrity supports a 
comment we made the other day in 
this department that the real newspa: 
per person becomes a bit sordid in 
his attitude toward values. He is 
quite apt to measure the worth of his 


own output or somebody's else by the 
price he can get for it. 
DO IT NOW. 
‘THIS brings’ us back to our -pro- 
posed slogan. lt is going to be: 

“Don’t tell me. Tell my editor.” 

Not that we don’t like the face- 
to-face comment, And being fairly 
human, we prefer praise. Indeed we'd 
like to sloganize thuswise: ‘Tell me 
AND my editor.” But if that is too 
great a strain on the good nature of 
our friends, then we would say: Take 
pen in hand, put it in black and 
white, (if it is pleasant) and address 
it where it will do the most good. 

The syndicate writer to whom we 
put the above oral questionnaire is 
apparently not blessed with the kind 
of: friends we have, who reveal a 
frankness at times which is doubtless 
good for our soul, but a bit submer- 
sive of our vanity.

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small, about the size of a lead pencil, 
and were considered of much yalue, 
but the plant had one quality which 
was at once recognized as of the 
greatest importance and which I rec- 
ognized as of the greatest importance 
and: which I proceeded to develop. 
“This quality was the production of 
stalks during the winter instead of 
‘the spring, and gradually from the 
crossing of these two plants. was 
developed a plant which grows to a 


large size and produces stalks not 
only in the winter but in summer as 
well. 

“The explanation is that as the 
New Zealand winter corresponds to 
our summer, it bore in this hemis- 
phere during the summer and in-|} 
stinctively it was stimulated to bear 
n second time ducing the same year 
by the cold of winter, and in some 
cases there were produced plants that 
grew all the year round.” 

“What is the reason of this un- 
usual bearing?’ I asked. 

“The common rhubarb,” said Mr. 
Burbank, “was originally a native of 
Siberia and Russia, where it was 
obliged to cease activity during the 
winter, but the New Zealand plant 
came from a milder climate and its 
power of almost continuous bearing 
may have an influence on the new 
hybrid and in the new environment 
of the climate of the Pacific coast, 
these powers may have been revived 
and increased and became normal 
qualities of the new plant. 

“As yet the perpetual rhubarb will 
not thrive in cold climates, but in 
time a hybrid may be produced suit- 
able for all climates by crossing the 
giant perpetual again with the Euro- 
pean and American varieties.”

Cold creams are so easy to make 
and cost so much less when made at 


them any more. A cream of some good 
sort is essential to prevent sunburn 


and to cure windburn, io soften chap- 
5 skin, to keep the complexion froin 

ing weatherbeaten in any kind of 
climate, and most of all, to keep it 
clean and smooth. ause train soot 
and road dust and street dirt fly about 
the air ali thet ime, there are few- 
places these days remote enough to 
have absolutely clean air. 

Therefore a cream is necessary; 
light enough to work into the pores 
and to cleanse them, and, if the skin 
is dry or if you are nearing the wrin- 
kle age, to fed the tissues under the 
skin.

Here’s the formula: One ounce of 
white wax and one ounce of sperma- 
ceti, melted in a saucepan with five 
ounces of white mineral oil if you 
want a cleansing cream (or five ounces 
of olive oil if you want a flesh- 
builder). Add 15 drops of perfumed 
oil; I prefer bitter almond for its 
pungent smell. In another saucepan 
heat until lukewarm 30 grains cf 


ounces of rose water. 

When the wax is quite melted iato 
the- oil.” take at once from the fire, 
slowly pour in the rose water, stir and 
beat while the whole cools and when 
it 78 just ready to congeal, when it 
is about as thick as mayonnaise, pour 
off into ‘jars. That’s all there is to it. 
and the one thing fo remember is not 
to heAt the oils too hot. 

The olive oil cream would sell in 
shops for $2.50 a jar—the formula 
makes a bit less than two jars. The 
cleansing cream would sell for about 
60¢ to $1.00 a jar, for a quality not 
as good as this.

A most cheering reflection of im- 
proved financial conditions in farm- 
ing communities is found in the sales 
of farm machinery. ‘These sales, as 
recorded by index numbers compiled 
by the Chicago Federal Reserve bank, 
show an almost startling upyard 
trend. Of course, the spring and early 
summer months vormally witness in- 
creased farm machinery sales, since 
the average year see 60 per cent 
of the total sales for 12 months come 
in this brief season, Yet, this year’s 
January sales were 15 per cent above 
those of January, 1924: February 
sales were 22 per cent above a year 
ago; and March sales were fully 33.7 
per cent heavier than the March sales 
of last year. This improvement is 
made to seem even more remarkable 
when it is known that export sales 
of farm machinery were 10 per cent 
less during the first quarter of .1925 
than they were during the similar 
period of 1924. 

To farm machinery manufacturers 
the improved demand for their goods 
is a sorely-mgedeil boon, since they 


have experienced the worst sort of 
troubles during recent years as a re- 
sult of agricultural financial difficul- 
ties and inability to purchase needed 
new. equipment. It is estimated that 
the agricultural depression has built 
up a deficit in’ machinery on farms 
to the amount of nearly a billion 
dollars. . This menns excellent busi- 
ness for farm machinery producers in 
the future if agricultural buying 
power continues to advance. A point 
of much significance in the present 
buying by farmers of machinery is 
that much expense to farmers is be- 
ing eliminated as a result of sales 
direct from manufacturers to agricul- 
tural cooperative associations, thus 
eliminating a “middleman’s” profit. 
Sales by manufacturers direct to 
farmers or their cooperative associa- 
tions have this year averaged per- 
haps 100 per cent above‘ last year. 
Another significaut fact about the 
heavy purchasing of farm machinery 
is that it apparently reveals a ten- 
dency on the part of farmers to use 
their improved buying power for ne- 
cessities.

been disclosed. At the navy depart- 
ment Secretary Wilbur would not say 
whether naval budget officers were 
engaged in a study similar to that of 
the war department. 
Plans Are Secret. ; 

Despite refusal] of war department 
officials to dis¢uss the subject and the 
unusual secrecy which surrounds the 
study being made there, it is indicated 
that the progressive reduction of ap- 
propriations under consideration 
would become effective for the fiscal 
year 1927, to run for several years 
thereafter before reaching the cumula- 
tive total reduction contemplated in 
The gen- 


government will be held June 22 any 
it is probable that the war departmenf 
study. as well as any similar studies 
which may be proceeding in other de- 
partments are intended for considera- 
tion and final action at that time. 

No definite information as to the 
contemplated aggregate cut in war de- 
partment appropriations is available. 
There are indications, however, that 
it will run to a figure of between $23,- 
000,000 and $30,000,000 to be lopped 
off of the military appropriation in- 
cluded in the total of $339,797,971 
appropriated for all war department 
activities for 1926 fiscal year. The 
military portion of the budget for 
that year is $255,388,074 which rep- 
resented a reduction of approximate- 
ly $4,000,000 from the similar appro- 
priations for the preceding year. 

Three-Party Army. 


Despite rigid sécrecy requirements 
imposed on army officials in regard 
to the study they are making, it is 
known to bea matter of grave con- 
cern because of the effect a $25,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000 reduction would 
have ‘upon the whole scheme of na- 
tional defense as outlined in the act 
of 1920 and which imposed upon the 
war department responsibility for de- 
velopment of the new three-part army 
as a substitute for the old regular 
army and national guard system. 
Some officials oso far as to contend 
Some officials go so far as to contend 
that such a cut in appropriatious 
would compel the virtual abandon- 
ment of the organized reserve element.
